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Welsch Makes Report on Commercial Club Work 


Having1 served in the capacity of the question of supplying1 the passen- 
secretary of your commercial club for j ger station with other lights than ker- 
iour months, it is well th at before I 
retire I give you a cursory review of 
what has been accomplished in that 
period of time. 
When I was elected secretary some­ 
time in the latter p art of September, 
to take charge on Oct. I, the commer­ 
cial club affairs were in a somewhat 
chaotic condition, and when I reached 
here on Oct. I but little change was to 
be noted, I may say practically no 
improvement. 
The organization was 
hardly perfected, because I found no 
wherein to work and no tools 
witjfi which to work, and instead of 
/finding a working club, found that I 
had to practically organize one. All 
that we had to work on was a sub­ 
scription list th at had been published 
in the W ise County Messenger show­ 
ing that a number of citizens and bus­ 
iness men had promised a certain sum 
each month to keep up the organiza­ 
tion which was to put Decatur on the 
map. 
The treasury was deplete of 
funds. The first day after my arrival, 
and practically the next two weeks, 
was spent in acquainting myself with 
the town and surrounding ‘country 


osene lamps with the Denver road of­ 
ficials. W ithin a few days after ta k ­ 
ing up the proposition with H. A. 
Gausewitz, general superintendent of 
the road, I was notified that the re­ 
quest would be complied with, and 
now we have a station lighted with 
gas lamps, and good gas stoves in 
the building. About this time we had 
a norther, and for several days until 
we could get the gas company to send 
a representative here we were kept 
from work in the office. Immediately 
after getting into the office, following 
the first cold snap, we began to put 
Decatur on the map by having pub­ 
lished several articles in the various 
state papers, the Texas Industrial 
Record, the Tradesm an, a leading in­ 
dustrial journal of the south, and in 
the Fa?rn and Ranch. The result of 
the publication of some of those a rti­ 
cles has been surprising to the men 
about whom they have been written 
as well as to the secretary himself. 
Immediately after the trades day we 
had published in the D allas News, 
Farm and R anch and F o rt W orth 
Record a picture of one of the prize 


special article in that edition. In all 
a great many columns have been writ 
ten and published in the various p a­ 
pers throughout the country advertis- 
Decatur, and some no later than with­ 
in the last week o r two. Quite a bit 
of publicity has been given ou r m an­ 
ufacturing enterprises, especially the 
baking powder factory, the flour mill, 
oil mill, broom factory, and farm ing 
in general. 
The press of the county has been 
furnished from week to week with 
many articles on W ise county to in ­ 
terest the farm ers in other crops than 
cotton, corn and hay. Since assum ­ 
ing charge of the club, we can say 
without hesitancy that Decatur has 
received more free advertising than 
for twice the same period before in 
its history. Decatur has been placed 
on the m ap at no cost. 
The only 
money spent by the club for advertis­ 
ing was $55 for a half page advertise­ 
ment in the D allas News Almanac, 
and $25 for membership fee in the 
Texas Commercial Secretaries’ and 
Business M ens’ Association.

The first day was first Monday, and 
under the chaperonage of Cliff D. 
Cates, I met a large number of farm ­ 
ers and business men 
and talked 
the situation over with them. This 
was continued until after furniture 
was purchased, and until after its de­ 
livery on Oct. IO. I found that some 
steps had been taken to hold a trades 
day which was held on Oct. IO in the 
McDaniel wagon yard. 
The exhibit 
of farm products and live stock was 
surprising notwithstanding the fact 
that this section of Texas had gone 
through a drougthv year. This show 
gave me the first inkling of what was 
needed in Decatur, a closer Knitting 
of the agricultural community, and to 
procure a m arket for all the products 
raised in the county. 
I found th at peanuts could be grown 
and had been grown to a great extent 
in many portions of the county, and 
^MkPifing that there was no m arket in 
T^Mc-atur fpr the peanuts, I got busy 
and soon found the market at M ans­ 
field, Texas, and Denison, Texas, and 
so informed the farmers. 
H aving 
served in a clerical capacity during 
the trades day, assisted by my wife, 
it was left to us to distribute the 
awards, all of which we did. 
Being 
called to F o rt W orth on private bus 
iness a few days afterwards I took up

After h aving been in­ 
formed that it looked doubtful, we 
did not deter in o ur efforts but at 
last got o u r undertaking in a fair way 
of achieving success, in th at we have 
a definite promise of a survey. This 
one thing is worth a y e a r ’s work, be­ 
cause it will mean much for this 
county. There are m any sections of 
the country where efforts have been 
made for ten years to secure a survey 
without success. One member of the 
club when shown what we had done in 
this p articu lar, said th a t it was the J 
biggest thing ever accomplished by 
any club, and is equivalent to a year’s 
work.

cards. But a sm all per cent answered 
ou r letters, although two letters were 
sent to those who did not answer o u r 
first letter. It was o u r intention and 
purpose to renew this campaign when 
o u r assistant came back from F o rt 
W orth where she h ad been to the bed­ 
side of two sick sisters. Our resigna­ 
tion will preclude o u r carrying out 
m any plans we h ad under considera­ 
tion. In connection with my work I 
have received able help from my wife 
until she was called to F o rt W orth. 
The secretary h as h ad nothing to 
do with expending the funds collected, 
except to purchase a m ap for the of­ 
fice, and office supplies. The spend­ 
ing of the money of the club has been 
left to the treasu rer who will show 
how the funds have been spent. 
Am ong the recent movements inaug­ 
urated by the club is to secure a 
branch of the Pacock m ilitary school, 
and the good roads movement, all of 
which you know about. 
We have had considerable corres­ 
pondence with parties wanting to es­ 
tablish a steam lau n d ry and a brass 
foundry, all of which may be accom­ 
plished in time.

was here during the holidays and was 
favorably impressed, but as yet, has 
not given us a final answer.

We have on the 
whole, worked on o u r initiative, and 
under handicaps for lack of coopera­ 
tion. At times we have had trouble 
to get members of the board to attend 
the meetings, but on the whole, we feel 
satisfied with what has been done. 
Since filing my report, I am glad to 
say th at we have landed the steam 
laundry, and J. M. K ing will be here 
on February IO to close up the deal, 
and make arrangem ents to ship the 
machinery and open up as soon as 
the lot that was promised him has 
been secured and the building con­ 
structed. In filing my other report, 
through an oversight, ! forgot to men­ 
tion th at while doing the collecting I 
added three members to the commer­ 
cial 
club, one paying a dollar a 
m onth, another fifty cents a month 
and the third twenty five cents a 
month. The man p aying twenty five 
cents a month is a day laborer and 
earns but a small sa la ry , and his 
twenty fi ve cents is equivalent to some 
members paying two d a lla rs and a 
half. 
W ith enmity toward none, and love 
toward all. we hope to see Decatur 
thrive.

BURNHAM GETS 20 
YEARS IN PRISON 


Accomplice Draws 2 Years 
on Plea of Guilty 


F riday afternoon the jury in the 
Boy B urnham case returned a verdict 
and assessed the defendant’s punish­ 
ment at twenty years in the peniten­ 
tiary. 
Few people were in the court 
room when the verdict was delivered, 
as the time was shortly after the noon 
ho u r and those who had been attend­ 
ing the trial had not returned from 
lunch. 
W hen the twelve men lined 
in and gave in the result of their de­ 
liberations, it was noticed that the 
defendant was visably affected and 
seemed somewhat surprised. 
Notice 
of appeal was given by the attorneys 
of Burnham. 
Follow ing the discharge of the jury 
in this case, the cause of F arrell 
Burnham , charged with being an ac­ 
complice in the killing of Mosier, was 
called. 
A jury was soon empanelled 
and, to the surprise of many, Farrell 
Burnham plead guilty to m anslaught­ 


er, his attorneys asking the minimum 
punishm ent at the hands of the jury. 
After deliberating only a short time, 
the jury returned a verdict, assessing 
his punishm ent at two years in the 
state prison. 
The story of the killing of John 
Mosier has been told in the Messenger 
and the readers of the paper are 
doubtless fam iliar with the details 
as given out to the public. 
Mosier 
was the father-in-law of Roy B urn­ 
ham, a young man about 21 years of 
age. 
They lived in the Sand Fiat 
community west of Chico. 
At the 
time of the killing Burn!'am and his 
wife had separated, and this sep ara­ 
tion is said to have been the cause of 
the tragedy. 
Mosier was attending 
church on the night of June 2(1, 1909, 
and while be was sitting a few feet to! 
the left of the rostrum , Roy a n d F a r­ 
rell B urnham entered the house, go­ 
ing up to the rear of Mosier, when 
Roy whipped out a pistol and tired 
three shots into H o sier’s head. 
At 
the first shot, H o sie r’s head fell hack 
on the desk to the rear of him and 
while he was in the p o s i t i o n Burnham 
shot twice, one bullet entering Mos* I 
ie r’s forehead, and the other tore a 
gaping hole in his lower jaw. 
F o b ! 
lowing the last shot, Burnham , in* 
company with his cousin, F arrell,! 
slowly left the room, and were afte r-j 
wards arrested at the home of Jim 


B urnham , father of Ferrell and uncle 
of R oy. 
At the first trial of the cases Roy 
Burnham received a verdict from the 
jury of twenty years in state prison, 
while Ferrell drew a sentence of ten 
years. 
The cases were appealed and 
the higher courts, finding errors in 
the trials, reversed and remanded the 
cases. 
Judge D. A. McCall was the 
presiding judge at these trials. 
When 
the cases were cal led for another trial, 
this time before Judge Patterson, who 
was sick when the first trial came off, 
an effort was made by the defendant’s 
attorneys to have the case postponed 
owing to the absence of witnesses. 
Judge Patterson ruled th at the case 
must come to trial and the absent 
witnesses brought into court. 
The 
case of Roy Burnham was opened on 
Tuesday m orning of last week, and 
all evidence was in and arguments 
made by Thursday evening. 
The jury 
deliberated Thursday night and F ri­ 
day m orning, delivering their verdict 
at one o ’clock, Which was the same 
arrived at by the jury in the former 
trial, 
ll. F. Carswell lead the de­ 
fense, assisted by State S en ato r C. V. 
Terrell and Frank J. F ord.

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Peanut Promotion 


The peanut is taking1 a step for­ 
ward, so to speak. 
It is assuming a 
new and more important place in the 
agriculture of the country. The cot­ 
ton boll weevil is highly responsible 
for this. 
That pestiferous insect, in­ 
vading the Southern states, has made 
cotton-growing unprofitable over wide 
areas, and tile fruitful goober, for 
which it has no liking, is being large­ 
ly substituted as a farm crop. 
This new departure was begun only 
two years ago with the planting of a 
few hundred acres in Northern Louis­ 
iana, under a co-operative arrange­ 
ment between farmers and oil mill 
owners, helped by the department of 
agriculture. 
The experiment so thor­ 
oughly demonstrated the practicabili­ 
ty of growing peanuts on a large scale 
for market in Louisiana and adjacent 
states that, contrary to the original 
intention, the hulk of the first crop 
was sold for seed. 
As a result, the area planted in 1910 
was increased to nearly 20,000 acres. 
Of this crop at least 150 carloads were 
sold for seed, and in 1911 300,000 acres 
were planted with peanuts. 
As a feed for farm animals the pea­ 
nut takes the place of both grain and 
forage. 
Experiments have proven 
that by planting peanuts rather close­ 
ly it is possible to cut a ton of peanut 
hay, and afterward to produce a sur­ 
prising weight of pork to the acre on 
the peanuts themselves. 
The oil mills of the south are pre­ 
paring to crush the large surplus out­ 
put of peanuts for oil, which, by the 
way, is r a p t l y gaining appreciation 
for table piVpose in this country.—

Milt Fox Dead 


In the death of Milt H. Fox, which 
occurred at his home in Decatur Fri­ 
day evening, Decatur and community 
loses one of the best citizens of Wise 
county. 
No man stood higher for 
honesty and integrity and few can 
claim more loyal friends. 
He was 
sick 
only a short time, a n d his 
death was a shock to the citizens who 
had seen him in the prime of good 
health only a few short days before 
he was taken down. 
A large number 
of sorrowing friends and relatives at­ 
tended the funeral Saturday after­ 
noon, the services and burial taking 
place at the city cemetery. 
When first stricken, the local phy­ 
sicians were somewhat puzzled at the 
symptoms developed by Mr. Fox, and 
Di*. Johnson of Ft. W orth, was called 
| Thursday morning, and after a thor­ 
ough diagnosis, the case was pro­ 
nounced meningitis. Serum, the same 
as is used and recommended by Dr. | 
Sophian of New York, who is treat­ 
ing the cases in Dallas, was used, but 
it was probably done too late to save 
the life of Mr. Fox. 
This is the first 
and odIv case of this character Deca­ 
tur has had, and injthis instance Mr. 
Fox contracted the disease on his 
farm east of town, and wasjbrought to 
his home in Decatur when he became 
ill. 
Decatur physicians a n d Dr. 
Johnson say there is no occasion in 
the world for the people to become 
alarmed, as meningitis is no more 
contagious than typoid or pneumonia. 
The sanitary condition of the town is 
in better shape than it has ever been, 
and the chances are that a case will 
never develop here. 
The good work 
of cleaning up thejtown should con­ 
tinue as an excellent preventive.

One of the best methods for bringing 
an orchard into better fertility is to 
sow burr clover in the early fall. This 
dover will grow and soon cover the 
ground during the winter 
and 
early 
spring. 
The burr clover will ripen its 
seed during 
the 
early 
part of 
the 
month of May, and should be then 
turned under and the land kept in 
dean cultivation until the next fall, 
when the clover seed left in the ground 
will germinate and give you another 
covering for the entire 
winter 
and 
early spring. The burr clover seed will 
not germinate during the summer, no 
matter how favorable the conditions 
may appear. 
It does not grow before 


I cool weather of the fall, and it is not 
{necessary in the spring to walt until 
!the clover is all dead before plowing 
‘it under, only be sure that a goodly 
jpart of its pods 
have 
ripened suffi­ 
ciently to reseed the land. 
As a general thing, the Keiffer pear 
Idoes not need much fertility. The same 
lls true of the 
LeConte, since if well 
fertilized 
and 
well 
cultivated, their 
•growth is liable to become strong and 
(mature for fruit, and at the same time 
'become much more liable to the blight. 
Apples should be pruned and fertilized 
with burr clover, as in the case of the 
speach. 
One of the best crops that can be 
raised for forage is 
peanuts, as this 
crop comprises both grain and rough­ 
age of superior quality. 
Not even al­ 
falfa is equal to good, clean peanuts, 
such as can be raised on sandy land, 
nor does this crop need any fertilizer, 
since frequently upon rich land they 
.make more tops and less fruit, nor do 
they in any way impoverish the soil, 
but rather add to its fertility. Sorghum 
and Kaffir corn, and such crops, are 
•very severe on the land, and the value 
of the crops upon poor land is de­ 
cidedly less than the damage they do 
to it. 
Fertilizers can be obtained in near­ 
ly all smafl towns from the local cot­ 
ton seed oil company, and a 
great 
many merchants deal in fertilizers for 
the accommodation of their customers. 
Worn out sandy land can best be re­ 
stored by planting it to cowpeas and 
turning them under, as soon as they 
have reached their full size and com- I 
mence flowering, for green 
manure. 
By waiting longer to turn tTiem un­ 
der, there is a loss in the fertilizing 
value of the peavines, inasmuch as the 
materials of plant food become con­ 
centrated in the ripening of the peas. 
In improving poor land, crops of vari­ 
ous kinds ought to be alternated with 
crops of cowpeas, which will soon vi­ 
tally change both the chemical and 
physical condition of the land, forming 
humus, and thus making a stiff soil 
more loose, and a loose soil more 
compact The humus formed will be a 
retainer of 
nitrogenous 
fertilizers 
which in 
less 
sandy soil are readily 
lost by leaching. 
To begin with, it will be necessary 
•to use commercial fertilizer on poor 
land, but this can be dispensed with, 
at least lo some extent, as crops of 
cowpeas are returned to the land. Ap­ 
plications of 400 to 500 pounds of cot­ 
tonseed meal, with about half that 
quantity of acid phosphate mixed with 
It, generally give fair results, 
lf corn 
Is planted, the cottonseed meal should 
not be applied until the corn is knee 
high, as otherwise it Is likely that the 
meal will give rise to too large stalks 
and too sm all ears, because the cotton­ 
seed meal becomes early available and 
Is after that readily lost by leaching 
rains.

BUILD HAY SWING STACKER 


Directions for Erecting Very Handy 
Machine to Be Operated by Three 
Men and Horse. 


To construct the stacker shown in 
the illustration take two large timbers 
IO feet long. 
Set one of them in the 
ground and make solid with guys. The 
other is fixed on a block 18x36x8 in. 
Fasten the pulley and rope at top. 
Tie rope at middle pulley, put through 
pulley at top of pole in ground, then 
through a pulley on ground.

load up with a good horse.

men and a horse are needed for oper­ 
ating the stacker. 
The materials re­ 
quired are: I piece of 2x6 13 feet long
